Wind Helps End 


Ice Jam At Soo 


SAULT STE. MARIE, Mich.— 
(ZP)—Shipping on the Great Lakes 
slowly got back into movement tp- 
day after a 48-hour tieup with 
Whitefish Bay ice fields. 
Vessels were moving again both 
up and downbound on the upper 
lakes. 
A shift in the wind to the south 
and southeast gave the Icebreak­ 
er Mackinaw a hand late yester­ 
day in loosening bay ice which 
had halted nearly a score of ships. 
Since late Saturday boats had 
been held fast in the bay or kept 
from venturing into the area. 
To avoid a jam at the Soo locks 
the Mackinaw was releasing ships 
at intervals of from 15 minutes to 
a half hour. Two locks are operat­ 
ing on the American side.

Funds Lacking 


lo Enforce New 
Gambling lax

WASHINGTON — (ZP) — Reve­ 
nue Commissioner John B. Dun­ 
lap has called on Congress to pro­ 
vide money to enforce the new 
gambling tax law or repeal the 
law’ immediately. 
In fact, Dunlap said, the entire 
federal tax system is “balancing 
precariously on the brink” of col­ 
lapse through lack of funds to en­ 
force payment. 
Cut 35 Million 
Failure to enforce the gambling 
} tax would be “the 
final 
straw,” 
Dunlap added, anc! “the result will 
be widespread cynical 
contempt 
for all types of taxes.” 
Dunlap laid his views on the 
line in a letter to Sen. Kilgore (D- 
W. Va.), chairman of a subcom­ 
mittee considering the 
Revenue 
Bureau’s 
budget. 
The letter ap­ 
peared in a monthly 
report 
of 
revenue activities, released today 
It urged the Senate to restore a 
35-million-dollar cut in Revenue 
Bureau funds approved 
by 
the 
House. 
Dunlap said there has been “no 
appreciable enforcement” of the 
five-months-old gambling tax law 
so far because Congress failed to 
provide money to 
hire 
agents. 
W ithout enforcement, 
he added, 
the tax is “sheer mockery.” 
The funds asked 
by Dunlap 
w’ould be used mostly to add en­ 
forcement agents to the bureau 
The commissioner said the aver­ 
age revenue agent—paid a salary 
of $5,330—now brings in $181,347 
in delinquent taxes annually. 
Last 
year, Dunlap said, there 
was only one revenue employee 
tor every 1,500 tax returns filed, 
and only one out of 20 tax returns 
could be examined.

LANSING— (ZP) —A bill extend­ 
ing unem ploym ent benefits from 
20 to 26 weeks during this year 
passed the House 58-29 last night, 
but failed to win im m ediate ef­ 
fect. 
The tw o-thirds vote to m ake the 
bill im m ediately 
effective 
was 
short by eight votes. This m eans 
that unem ployed who have ex­ 
hausted their benefits can not col­ 
lect the extra six weeks until Aug. 
15. 
The m easure contains a provi­ 
sion under which those w ho have 
used up their 20 w eeks’ benefit 
this year are entitled to the extra 
six wedks. 
Rep. Jam es G oulette

program would be out of money 
by Jan. 1, 1953, under the $271,000 
allowed his agency by the House. 
A total of $1,900,000 was appro­ 
priated for the agency in the cur­ 
rent fiscal year.

Baird, Federated Pub­ 
lications 
capitol 
correspondent, 
suggested 
newspapers be repres­ 
ented on a civil defense technical 
committee. He appeared at the in­ 
vitation o f the council to evaluate 
a proposed plan for handling pub­ 
lic information in the event of a 
disaster or bombing attack. 
In a report to the council, the 
civil defense staff reported that 
the blood-typing program was 90 
days ahead of original schedules. 
A 
total of 945,000 persons had 
been typed through March 28, the 
report said. Errors had been found 
to total .82 per cent, “ a degree of 
accuracy unparallel for this type 
of program ,” the staff said. 
The cost was reported as aver­ 
aging $1.13 per typing.

Reds Seek Swap 
In Korean Truce 


By ROBERT B. TUCKMAN 
MUNSAN. Korea— (4*) —Commu­ 
nist negotiators hinted today they 
are ready to give in on Russia as a 
“ neutral nation” to help supervise 
a Korean truce if the Allies would 
permit the Reds to repair their 
airfields. 
The hint was indirect. 
It was so 
broad it might have been over­ 
looked if Communist newsmen had 
not previously said the Reds were 
ready to make such a trade. 
The 
hint 
came 
from 
Chinese 
Maj. Gen. Hsieh Fang in a 3%- 
minute session of a subcommittee 
of truce negotiators. 
He was ex­ 
plaining why the Reds asked the 
subcommittee to take the question 
of truce supervision out of the 
hands of staff officers. 
Hsieh said the purpose was “ to 
settle” the two key questions “ to­ 
gether.” 
U. N. Command negotiators took 
no official notice of the hint. Hsieh 
did not elaborate and the meeting 
adjourned. 
Almost simultaneously with the 
brief meeting. Gen. Omar Bradley, 
speaking in Macon, Ga., said he 
had great hope for a peaceful set­ 
tlement of the Korean war. 
The 
chairman of the U. S. joint chiefs 
of staff denounced as absurd the 
Red demand Soviet Russia help 
police an armistice.

Murray Won’t Budge 
Murray asserted the steel indus­ 
try could grant his union’s pay 
demands without raising prices “ a 
single, solitary penny a ton.”

Laughlin 
Steel Corp.,

Paschal hymn of praise, attributed 
to St. Augustine (d. 430 A. D.), is 
chanted. Four prophecies and a 
shortened form of the litany of 
all saints is then followed by the 
blessing of the baptismal 
water, 
after 
which 
the 
congregation, 
holding lighted candles, makes a 
public renewal of baptismal vows. 
The ceremonies are climaxed by 
the solemn high Mass of the Re­ 
surrection, during which the “Al­ 
leluia”, omitted during the Lenten 
season of penance, is solemnly in 
toned, the organ plays, and 
the 
bells of all the Catholic churches 
in the city are rung in unison. 
The Easter Vigil service will 
begin at St. Joseph 
Church 
at 
10:45 p. rn. Saturday with a short 
explanation of 
the 
ceremonies. 
Blessed candles as well as special 
booklets containing the ceremon­ 
ies and prayers, will be available 
in the church vestibule. After the 
services, the Easter water, blessed 
during the service, can be obtain­ 
ed also. 
The special regulations for the 
Easter Vigil state that those who 
attend the midnight mass of the 


Resurrection satisfy their Easter 
obligation of attending mass. The 
mass schedule at St. Joseph’s will, 
however, be the same as usual on 
Easter Sunday, except that all the 
masses will be low masses since 
the principal high mass is being 
celebrated at midnight. Another
